CHICAGO, Nov. %3.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Freight rates on candy shipped 
on western railroads out of Chicago 
are being inquired into by Special Ex- 
aminer George N. Brown of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, today, on 
proceedings brought against the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Railroad 
Company and cther westegn roads by 
the National Confectioners’ Associa- 
tion. 

The confectione- declare the rail- 
roads charge higher rates than they 
should.

DENVER, Nov. 3.—The Post says 
today: Count Louis von Vetsera of 
Austria, known more familiarly as 
Johan Salvator, died in Denver fast 
Saturday. This became known today 
when the Austrian Consul called on 
Mayor Speer and asked for his assist- 
tance in finding the body of the sup- 
posed nobleman. 

Under what name he lived and died 
here is as much a mystery as was the 
deaths of Crown Prince Rudolph of 
Austria and Countess Marie Vetsera. 
In the course of years it became 
known that Louis von Vetsera, brother 
of the Countess, was the man who 
killed Rudolph and Marie.

NORTHERN FLOODS DO DAMAGE. 


Rivers in Oregon and Washington 
Overflow Farm Lands and Carry 
Lumber to Sea. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
PORTLAND, Nov. 3. — (Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Rivers bankful and ficod- 
ing farms on the lowlands, thousands 
of sawlogs and railroad ties rushing 
to sea, river navigation paralyzed and 
the rise still increasing, though 
checked, is the situation in the coun- 
ties of Oregon and Washington border- | 
ing the Columbia River and Gray's 
Harbor. 

Wynooche and Chehalis rivers, which 
empty near Aberdeen, have carried to 
sea $75,000 worth of logs and ties from 
broken booms in the past twenty-four 
hours. 

River has overflowed dozens 
Cowlitz county farms, sweeping 
away fences and destroying newly 
sown grain. A bridge at Kalama was 
Swept away. Over 15,000,000 feet of 
logs are adrift in this stream. The 
river raised twelve feet in two days 

E. J. Becker was swept into Green 
River, near Auburn, when a pridge 
over which he was driving gave way. 
Hie reached shore by swimming, but 
his horses were drowned. 

The Willamette above Portland is 
rising rapidly, and a tremendous cur- 
rent is making navigation difficult. On 
the smaller streams nearer the coast 
navigation is impossible owing to the 
current and floating logs.

CALL MADE TO

The Spokane I. W.. Riot 
Was Premeditated. 
Official Notice in Advance of 
— 
Proof in Paper Taken from 
Drunken Prisoner. 


The Spokane I. W. W. riots reported 
in the telegraph news columns of The 
Times vesterday, were deliberate at- 
tempts on the part of the reds to over- 
awe and bluff the police and author- 
ities of the Washington city, accord- 
Ing to an “official call” to disorder 
and to defiance of law, published in 
the “Industrial Worker’ of October 
N. @ copy of which was dropped in 
the Los Angeles Police Station by a 
drunken prisoner. 

The troubles in Spokane began Octo- 
ber 23. With their characteristic tur- 
bulence and arrogance, the I. W. W. 
members insisted on holding meetings 
in the streets of Spokanc, blocking 
traffic and becoming a public nuisance, 
all in flagrant violation of the ordi- 
nances of that city. James PF. Thomp- 
son, “organizer” of the LW.W., was 
arrested, but was released by Justice 
Mann on the plea that the ordinance 
under which the arrest had been made 
was “class legislation.” 

The “call to arms” of the unkempt 
crowd was published before the bril- 
liant decision of the learned justice, 
and shows the lawless character of the 
LW.W., more specifically known as 
the “Industrial Workers of the World.”

THE “REFORMER” THAT WAS—AND

The election results in various cities and 


States on Tuesday are on the whole eminently 
satisiactory, They indicate decidedly a swing 


of the pendulum back to the normal, a return 

of the people to a saner attitude in politics, 

a repudiation of faddism and phariseeism.
